As will be seen by our Polico Court report, 
the sailora belonging to the craw of the 
Chineso gunboat Ngat San, who had been 
arrested for seizing. a man as prisoner in the 
Colony and attempting to carry him off to the 
gunboat, were diacharged yesterday ‘by the 
sitting Magistrate. ~The foots of the case, 
it will beremembered, are, briefly, as folloxs. 
About 8 a.m:-on the 220d Jaduary, 9 man- 
arin- with seven sailors fully armed landed 
from the Chineas gunboat Ngai San, jast: 
arrived from Foochow, aud proceeded to the 
Hing Fat shop in Quoon Street, and enter- 
ing tbat establishinent seized 4 man named 
Cuana Cur, master of the trading juok, Kum 
| Cheung Fut, handcuffed him, put chaina on 
 hisankles, and were about to convey him on 
board the gunbont when a posse of Polico— 
who bad been sent for in the meantime by 
the master of the shop—arrived and took 
the wholoparty inte custody on a.charge of 
assault, thus tufoing the tables on the would. 
be. arrestora,. ‘Tho prisoners” were brought 
up at the Police Court the next morn- 
ing, Mr, Sroxes, the Acting Crown Solicitor, 
appearing to prosecute, During the eunrse 
of the inquiry, Mr. Sroxre also applied fora 
waresnt for the arrest of the mandarin him. 
self, Mr. Cacowert, who had boen retained 
for tho defence, protested against suecb a 
course, and brouglit the officer into Court to 
anawor any charge that might ba made 
against him; but ua thecomplainant admitted 
that the officor was not present at the actual 
time of-the agsault, the latter was’ at’ once 
discharged; though a petty officer, who was 
identified by the complainant, was odded to. 
she nuwaber of prisoners. The easo, after 
some investigation, wag remandad, bail being 
rofiised though strongly pressed for by the 
solicitor for the defence. Mr. Canpwant 
then laid before the Magiatrate a written 
application by the -mandarin under tho pro- 
visionaof Ordinance No.2 0f 1850, for awarrant 
to isane for the apprehension of Crane Cu, 
the complainant, upon a charge of piracy 
committed in Chinese territory. The Ma- 
gistrate declined to eutertnin the application 
upon the ground that the applicant could not 
satisfy him as to his official status, The 
case came on again on the 27th ult., when it 
was again remanded on Mr. Oarpwent's 
application, that* gentleman intimatiag that 
a communication had reached bim from 
Canton which indnesd bim to believe that 
tho onad would shortly assume an entirely 
different aspect,” Yesterday, Mr. Srorgs 
appeared at the Police Court and said 
he wished to withdraw the prosecution 
against the prigoners ‘in consequeace of an 
agaurance received by the Colonial Govern- 
ment from H.B.M.'s Chargé d’Affuires at

THE LOSS OF THE BRITISH 
STEAMER “ CORINTH” 

oer ge iat 
On Wednesday morning, the 27th January 
tho Douglas stoamer Fokien arrived hero with 
Captain. Andorson, Mr. Worswiek, chief officer, 
and the Chinese portion of the. crew of the 
Union, Line steamer Corinth, sank in collision, 
with the British. gunboat Firebrand, Com- 
| mander Dickson, on the night of tho 22nd 
Tho Firebrand also avrived hore 
from Amoy during the same morning. The fol- 
lowing particnlars are all that we could glean 
concerning the disaster, the officers of both ves- 
sols proserving great reticence pending th

Srr,—I hava the honour to forward. for the 
information of His Bxcellenoy the Officer Ad- 
ministering tho Goveramont, detnils of tho 
Police Establishmont, the list of Pensioners, 
and the Criminal: Statistics for 1835. 

Q.—'Tho Criminal Statistics show that 6.775 
eases were reported to the Polica during 183, 
being a deoreasy of 9,428 onses or $4.18 per cent, 
on the returns of 1834. In the’ subdivision of 
these, cases into ‘Serious Crimos (so-called) and 
Minor Offoncos, 2 decrease of 186 cases or 7.01 
per. cent. is found in Serions Crimos, and of 
3,242 enaes or 42.93 por oont. in Minor Offenoss, 
‘During the past year two attempts at- 

ing wore frustrated, and whilst only threo 
murders oocurred iu the colony (ono in Lyni- 
hurat Torraco and two in sampans off Ti Kok 
Tani) yet there were several casas of manslangh- 
ter, and the reports of outting and wounding 
were, numerous; a8 also ot.ono-time were the 
sasea of people. being hustled and robbed bya 
The assailants have

Tho great warrior Bao-tsow has just retorned. 
from his bivodless campaign against the French 
on tha borders of Tonquin, He passed herd 
about a year ago with sevoral thousands of 
soldiers, or rathor substitutes for saldiers, a new- 
Jp le'ed_mob who before thoy had xbached the 
‘bor’ of Kneichow. nearly gil deserted. Re. 
ports say that when be reached Kun Yang-foo 
bad only about two thoasawd regniars, supplied 
him by tho Viceroy of Szechuen, the original mob 
that ho started with having all eloared out. Some 
whon doserting were arrbsted and behesded, but 
that did not deter others from doing the same. 
Tt ia said that when questioned as t why they 
deserted, they stated thul.the pay vais nob sofi- 
cient for them to live on; only eighty cash a day 
per man having boon issned to them, with a 
deduction of twonty per cont. by ‘the commis- 
sariat for their trouble, left the saldiers but liltte 
to live upon in camp, but onthe mareh” insuff-
